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After  a  general  discussion,  it  was  decided  that  the  period 
to  be  covered  by  the  Year  Book  be  from  May  13th  to  May 
13th,  and  that  Chapter  reports  be  sent  to  the  National 
Recording-  Secretary  not  later  than  May  13th,  and  that  the 
annual  dues  be  sent  to  the  National  Treasurer  by  May  1st. 
,^  After  discussion  as  to  the  advisability  of  requiring  the 
Nominating  Committee  to  place  two  names  on  its  slate  for 
each  office,  Mrs.  Myers  suggested  that  the  Nominating 
Committee  should  put  but  one  name  in  nomination  for  each 
office.  This  would  allow  the  choice  to  center  on  one  person, 
whom  the  Committee  thought  well  fitted  for  the  position 
named.  She  made  it  very  clear  that  this  did  not  take  from 
the  Chapters  the  right  to  suggest  a  name  or  names  for  any 
office,  nor  did  it  prevent  nominations  from  the  floor. 
Whereupon,  Mrs.  Florence  E.  Holmes,  President  of-  the 
Massachusetts  Chapter,  moved  ' '  That  the  General  Court 
be  asked  to  rescind  the  requirement  of  two  names  for  each 
office  on  the  ballot  made  out  by  the  Nominating  Com- 
mittee." This  was  seconded  and  passed.  At  this  point 
the  President  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  Conference 
that  by  the  Constitution  of  the  Daughters  of  Founders  and 
Patriots  of  America  no  vote  could  be  pledged. 

The  Year  Book  was  next  discussed.  Mrs.  Draper  sug- 
gested that  the  entire  lineage  be  bound  separately  and  sold 
at,  say,  $1.00  per  volume.  After  discussion  it  was  moved 
that  a  committee  of  three  be  appointed  to  decide  what  was 
best  to  do  before  taking  final  action.  This  was  carried. 
The  three  named  were  Mrs.  Draper,  Mrs.  Pealer,  and  Mrs. 
Jones. 

The  President  here  spoke  of  the  saving  on  the  cost  of  the 
printing  of  the  Year  Book,  and  stated  that  one-half  of  the 
cost  of  last  year  and  the  whole  cost  of  this  year  had  been 
paid. 

Mrs.  Myers  suggested  that  Officers  and  Chapters  make 
reports  as  short  as  possible  for  the  Year  Book.  Mrs.  Fer- 
nald  and  Mrs.  Foster  suggested  that  it  be  recommended  to 
the  General  Court  that  the  histories  in  future  sell  for  50 
cents  plus  postage. 


MINUTES   OF  THE   GENERAL   COURT 
MAY  13,  1915 

HE  Seventeenth  General  Court  of  the 
National  Society  of  the  Daughters  of 
Founders  and  Patriots  of  America  was 
called  to  order  by  the  National  President, 
Mrs.  William  Van  Zandt  Cox,  in  the  Oak 
Room  of  the  Raleigh  Hotel  at  11  o'clock 
A.  M.,  May  13,  1915. 
The  National  Officers  and  representatives  from  many  of 
the  State  Chapters  in  Connecticut,  Pennsylvania,  Virginia, 
District  of  Columbia  and  Maryland  were  present.  After 
the  roll  call,  with  salutation  to  the  Flag,  in  which  all  joined, 
the  I^ord's  Prayer  was  repeated.  The  National  President 
welcomed  both  members  and  guests  of  the  Court  in  a  most 
charming  address.  The  minutes  of  the  previous  Court 
were  read  and  approved. 

CONFERENCE  REPORT. 
Annual  Conference  of  the  D.  F.  P.  A.,  Held  April  17, 

1915,  AT   8    p.  M.,    AT   THE   RALEIGH    HoTEL. 

The  Conference  was  called  to  order  by  the  National 
President,  who  greeted  all  most  cordially.  There  was  in 
attendance  an  interested  and  enthusiastic  gathering  of 
members  from  many  States. 

The  President  spoke  of  several  subjects  which  were  of 
vital  interest  to  the  Society,  and  asked  Mrs.  Boynton  to 
give  the  action  of  the  Executive  Committee  in  rescinding 
the  proxy  vote.  Mrs.  Boynton  stated  that  a  proxy  vote 
had  seemed  wise  when  the  Society  was  small.  Now,  how- 
ever, the  proxy  vote  was  becoming  burdensome.  The 
Executive  Committee  rescinded  its  action  with  the  hearty 
approval  of  the  Conference. 
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Mrs.  Draper  moved  that  it  be  recommended  to  the  General 
Court  that  the  printing  of  the  lineage  be  suspended  for  one 
year,  and  that  the  lineage  books  on  hand  be  bound  together 
with  a  short  history  of  the  Society,  and  with  the  names  of 
the  present  National  Officers.  Mrs.  Mussey  spoke  strongly 
against  such  action.  Mrs.  Pealer  objected  to  the  fact  that 
the  lineage  was  placed  in  the  back  of  the  book  and  ex- 
pressed a  desire  to  have  history  and  lineage  separate. 

.  It  was  moved  to  divide  Mrs.  Draper's  motion.     The  two 
questions  were  voted  on  separately  and  fjoth  lost. 

The  President  spoke  of  the  fine  work  of  Mrs.  Pealer  and 
Mrs.  Draper  on  the  lineage.  The  President  reminded  the 
Conference  that  all  members  of  Chapters  must  be  paid  up, 
and  that  all  Chapters  must  have  a  full  quota  of  ofiicers  in 
order  to  vote  at  the  General  Court.  Conference  here  ad- 
journed.

Among  the  gifts  we  have  received  is  a  book  of  rare 
value,  sent  through  the  Connecticut  Chapter  by  two  of  its 
members,  who  copied  by  hand  the  inscriptions  on  all  the 
tombstones  in  an  old  cemetery  in  Connecticut ;  another,  a 
photographic  copy  of  a  Revolutionary  muster  roll  given  by 
Mrs.  Martin,  our  Corresponding  Secretary  ;  and  another,  a 
history  of  the  descendants  of  Robert  Bartlett,  presented  by 
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Mrs.  M.  A.  Longfellow  ;  and  several  genealogical  periodi- 
cals, all  of  which  are  greatly  appreciated  by  the  National 
Society. 

The  value  of  our  own  Year  Book  with  the  lineage  of  our 
members  is  appreciated  more  and  more,  as  is  manifested  by 
the  number  of  demands  we  have  for  copies  each  year  from 
libraries  and  individuals,  and  by  the  donations  of  money 
for  its  publication  from  both  chapters  and  members.

The  report  of  the  Corresponding  Secretary  covers  the 
period  from  May  9,  1914,  to  May  13,  1915. 

.  Each  person  admitted  to  the  organization  during  the 
year  has  been  sent  a  current  history,  a  constitution,  and  a 
membership  card.  Histories  sent,  627  ;  constitutions,  643  ; 
membership  cards,  47  ;  letters,  278  ;  cards,  303.  Total 
pieces  of  mail  sent,  1,373.  Letters  received,  158;  cards, 
124.  Invitations  were  sent  to  all  members  at  large  for  the 
Conference  and  for  the  General  Court,  and  for  the  luncheon 
by  Mrs.  Myers. 

Resolutions  of  sympathy  were  sent  to  the  Pennsylvania 
Chapter  on  the  death  of  their  honored  president,  Mrs. 
Getchell. 

Among  my  pleasantest  duties  has  been  the  conveyance  to 
the  National  Society  from  the  Connecticut  Chapter  of  a 
collection  of  inscriptions  and  epitaphs  copied  from  the  old 
headstones  in  the  East  Plaven  Cemetery.  The  quaint  and 
interesting  collection  was  the  result  of  a  patriotic  desire  to 
preserve  these  precious  records  of  the  past  by  two  of  our 
members,  Mrs.  Annie  S.  Talbot  and  Mrs.  Mary  A.  C.

Have  issued  79  application  blanks,  76  endorsement  blanks 
and  204  preliminary  blanks  to  Chapter  Registrars  and 
members-at-large  ;  52  members  have  been  admitted  during 
-v  the  year — 14  were  members-at-large,  6  from  New  York,  3 
from  Illinois,  2  from  the  District  of  Columbia  and  1  each 
from  Alabama,  Iowa,  and  Ohio. 

Connecticut  leads  the  Chapters  with  7  new  members  ; 
Arkansas,  Massachusetts,  Pennsylvania,  Virginia  and  Wis- 
consin, 4  each  ;  District  of  Columbia  and  Illinois,  3  each; 
Missouri  and  New  York,  2  each  ;  and  Maryland,  1. 

I  must  repeat  my  former  warning  to  Chapter  Registrars 
against  carelessness  in  examining  and  verifying  preliminary 
papers.  The  preliminary  blanks  have  been  furnished  by 
the  National  Society  in  order  that  lines  and  service  may  be 
verified  before  the  final  application  blanks  are  issued.  "  This 
prevents  expense  to  the  applicant  if  her  data  is  found 
insufficient  to  meet  the  requirements  of  the  Society. 

In  electing  officers.  Chapters  should  elect  as  Registrars 
women  of  a  genealogical  "  turn  of  mind,"  women  who  will 
take  an  interest  in  tracing  family  lines  correctly. 

As  the  compiling  of  the  records  for  publication  progresses, 
the  committee  sees  clearly  the  necessity  for  complete  lines, 
with  dates  and  places  of  birth  and  death  in  each  generation. 
As  a  chain  is  only  as  strong  as  its  weakest  link,  so  in 
genealogy  the  line  is  weak  if  but  one  generation  is  lacking 
in  dates  and  proof. 

It  is  of  far  more  value  that  we  have  a  small  society,  strong 
in  unshaken  ancestral  lines,  than  a  large  membership  with 
incomplete  and  questionable  records,  supposititious  records 
that  can  not  be  proven. 

During  the  past  year  100  new  records  have  been  printed, 
200  to  300  inclusive,  and  the  compiling  of  the  following  one 
hundred  is  now  under  way.

HISTORIAN'S   REPORT. 
Madam  President  and  Ladies  of  the  Geyieral  Court : 

The  work  of  the  Historian  has  chiefly  been  the  collection 
of  the  traditional  records  or  stories.  Forty-five  letters  have 
been  written,  and  many  interesting  replies  have  been  re- 
ceived. I  would  especially  mention  the  valuable  contribu- 
tion sent  by  Miss  Helen  Mason  of  the  Pennsylvania  Chapter, 
a  photographic  copy  of  a  letter  written  in  1678  by  Captain 
Hugh  Mason.  The  letter,  which  is  a  very  curious  old 
document,  was  written  to  the  much  honored  Governor. 

Much  information  has  been  promised  but  none  received. 
Each  member  is  requested  to  send  the  National  Historian 
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any  unpublished  historical  data,  not  genealogical,  that  may 
be  in  her  possession — the  traditional  fireside  tales,  handed 
down  by  word  of  mouth  from  generation  to  generation, 
•Old  diaries  that  tell  of  daily  events  often  yield  matter  of 
absorbing  interest.  The  work  of  the  National  Society  of 
Daughters  of  Founders  and  Patriots  of  America  is  the 
gathering  and  preserving  of  genealogical  records  of  Colonial 
times  and  not  restoration  work.

Mrs.  Corra  Bacon  Foster  moved  that  the  National  Society 
of  Daughters  of  Founders  and  Patriots  of  America  in 
General  Court  assembled  respectfully  submit  to  the  Presi- 
dent of  the  United  States  the  following  resolution  :  * '  Re- 
solved, That  the  President  be  asked  to  suggest  to  the  parties 
erecting  the  building  in  Honor  of  the  Women  of  the  Civil 
War  for  the  accommodation  of  the  American  Red  Cross 
that  a  suitable  memorial  to  Miss  Clara  Barton,  the  Founder 
of  the  American  Red  Cross,  be  placed  therein."  This  was 
seconded  by  Mrs.  Boynton,  Mrs.  Mussey,  and  many  others 
who  had  actually  worked  with  Miss  Barton.  Mrs.  Boynton 
spoke  in  loving  memory  and  paid  the  highest  tribute  to  the 
great  heroine. 

Mrs.  Ellen  Spencer  Mussey  also  added  her  testimony  as 
to  the  deeds  of  international  glory  and  unselfishness  of  this 
wonderful  woman  who  was  the  first  President  of  the  Ameri- 
can Red  Cross. 

The  President  was  requested  to  appoint  a  committee  to 
ascertain  all  accurate  information  available  on  the  subject. 

Mrs.  Holmes  moved  that  a  letter  be  written  to  the  Presi- 
dent of  the  United  States.  This  was  seconded  and  passed. 
The  whole  matter  was  left  in  the  hands  of  the  Executive 
Committee.  Mrs.  Stansfield  moved,  seconded  by  Mrs.
